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The  1994  Lynx  Soccer 
team  ended  the  season 
with  a  record  of  1 1  wins 
and  8  losses.  Highlights  of 
the  season  will  surely  re- 
main with  the  players  and 
fans  for  years  to  come.  The 
first  highlight  was  winning 
first  place  in  the  third  an- 
nual Patrick  Classic  Tour- 
nament. The  Lynx  de- 
feated Kishwaukee 
Community  College  7-1  in 
the  championship  game. 
In  addition  to  this,  the 
Lynx  had  four  players  who 
mad  the  All-Tournament 
team. 

The  team  encountered 
some  minor  set  backs  dur- 
ing the  middle  of  the  sea- 
son, facing  four  nationally 
ranked  teams,  as  well  as 
suffering  some  minor  in- 
juries to  key  players.

The  Lincoln  College  golf 
team  had  an  exceptional 
year  in  the  1994-95  sea- 
son. Team  captains,  Jon 
Duft  and  Jim  Olt,  helped 
lead  the  team  to  success. 
The  Lynx  captured  first 
place  at  the  College  of 
Dupage  invitational,  and 
had  a  medalist,  Jon  Duft. 
Other  memorable  mo- 
ments included  Jim  Olt's 
signing  of  a  national  letter 
of  intent  to  attend  NCAA 
Division  I  school,  Tennes- 
see Martin.  The  team  cap- 
tured the  Region  XXIV 
Division  I  championship 
with  pride,  and  and  ended 
the  season  with  a  record  of 
85-20. 


Golf 
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Considering  that  1994- 
95  presented  only  the  sec- 
ond year  for  women's  golf 
at  L.C.,  the  team  per- 
formed fabulously.  Since 
L.C.  is  the  only  junior  col- 
lege in  Illinois  with  wom- 
en's golf,  all  matches  and 
tournaments  were  played 
against  4-year  schools. 

The  season  brought  with 
it  many  highlights.  Jenni- 
fer Clinton  set  a  new  rec- 
ord for  low  score  by  a 
woman  golfer,  and  also 
won  medalist  honors  in  a 
dual  match  with  Eureka 
College.  Additionally, 
Debbie  Lamb  placed  3rd 
and  Jennifer  Clinton 
placed  5th  at  the  Eureka 
Invitational.  Jennifer 
Clinton  also  finished  3rd 
at  the  DePauw  University 
Invitational.  These  and 
many  other  memorable 
moments  contributed  to  a 
great  golfing  season  for  the 
Lynx. 
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The  swimming  and  diving 
team  had  an  exceptional 
season  this  year,  the  men's 
team  finished  1st  at  the 
Region  IV  championships. 
In  addition,  the  team  took 
second  place  at  the  Illinois 
Wesleyan  Invitational,  4th 
place  at  the  Illinois  Col- 
legiate, and  finished  4th  at 
Nationals,  with  25  AU- 
American  swims. 

Among  the  season's 
highlights  were  Eric  Muel- 
ler, 7-time  All-American, 
taking  1  st  place  in  Region- 
al and  Nationals  for  the 
100  meter  breast  stroke, 
and  2nd  place  at  Nationals 
for  the  200  meter  breast 
stroke.  Jason  Minner  also 
had  a  memorable  season, 
taking  1  st  place  at  Nation- 
als in  both  the  1  meter  and 
3  meter  diving  competi- 
tion, and  receiving  NJ- 
CAA  Diver  of  The  Year. 
Minner  also  set  a  total  of  4 
meet  records  throughout 
the  year,  and  holds  the 
Lincoln  College  records 
for  both  1  meter  and  3  me- 
ter diving. 

Swimming  for  the  wom- 
en's team,  Molly  McCon- 
nel  was  named  Regional 
champion  in  the  200  meter 
and  the  200  fly,  and  was 
named  All  American  in 
the  200  fly.  Marie  Nas- 
tasowski  was  named  Re- 
gional Champion  in  the 
200  meter  breast  stroke. 
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The  wrestling  team,  head- 
ed by  coach  Dave  Klemm, 
ended  their  1994-95  sea- 
son with  a  proud  record  of 
11-5.  The  Lynx  posted  vic- 
tories throughout  the  year, 
highlighted  by  wins 
against  nationally  ranked 
Labette  College  of  Par- 
sons, Kansas,  and  Harper 
College  of  Platine,  Illinois. 
The  season  ended  with  7 
wrestlers  qualifying  for  na- 
tionals, which  were  held  in 
Bismark,  North  Dakota. 
The  following  team  mem- 
bers were  among  those  at- 
tending the  national  com- 
petition: Antonio  Sims 
(25-13)  at  118,  Chad  Red 
(18-7)  at  126,  Mark 
Hughes  (17-3)  at  150,  Matt 
Hughes  (37-4)  at  158, 
Marc  Flore  (9-16)  at  167, 
Demarco  Suggs  (29-8)  at 
190,  and  heavyweight  Fate 
Echols  (17-15). 
The  team  finished  the  sea- 
son with  a  Regional  team 
title  and  a  ninth  place  fin- 
ish in  the  nation.  The  fol- 
lowing four  wrestlers 
earned  All-American  hon- 
ors: 

Chad  Red,  eighth  in  the  na- 
tion; Mark  Hughes,  fifth  in 
the  nation;  Matt  Hughes, 
third  in  the  nation;  and 
Demarco  Suggs,  third  in 
the  nation. 
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The  basketball  team 
experienced  a  great  sea- 
son in  the  1994-95  year. 
In  the  beginning,  it  took 
them  about  2  months  to 
synchronize  their  tal- 
ents. However,  once 
everything  was  in  place, 
they  were  unstoppable. 
Early  in  the  season,  they 
played  a  fourth  ranked 
team,  Indian  Hill,  and 
won  57-55.  They  also 
took  a  win  over  John  A. 
Logan,  a  team  ranked  in 
the  top  20.  By  Christ- 
mas, the  team  had  a  rec- 
ord of  8-7.  However, 
during  the  final  half  of 
the  season,  the  Lynx 
were  faced  with  some  of 
the  toughest  teams  in 
the  Midwest,  yet 
seemed  to  keep  coming 
out  on  top.  The  team 
finished  the  season  with 
a  proud  record  of  2 1  - 1 0.

The  players 
wouldn't  accept  the  cap, 
and  went  on  strike.  It 
was  the  first  time  since 
1904  that  the  World  Se- 
ries, which  had  sur- 
vived world  wars  and 
an  earthquake  since  its 
inceptions  in  1903,  was 
not  played. 


O.  J.  Simpson 


It  was  referred  to  as  the 
trial  of  the  century.  The 
trial  of  football  hero,  O.J. 
Simpson.  He  was  accused 
of  brutally  murdering  his 
ex-wife,  Nicole  Brown 
Simpson,  and  her  friend, 
Ronald  Goldman.  Public 
interest  in  the  case  sky- 
rocketed to  the  point 
where  the  preliminary 
hearing,  as  well  as  the 
lengthy  trial  to  follow, 
were  televised  nationally. 
Simpson  put  together  an 


expensive  "dream  team" 
of  lawyers,  lead  by  Robert 
Shapiro.  On  the  prosecu- 
tion side,  prosecutor, 
Marcia  Clark,  represented 
the  district  attorney's  of- 
fice. 
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
